Money goes toward such things as 
Wilmington's first food pantry, 
The Commissary; local non-profit 
groups which may need some 
assistance; and families which are 
having trouble meeting the rising 
cost of food, clothing, and utility 
bills. According to DiPalma, many 
utility bills have jumped 148 
percent in the last year.

Superintendent search 
draws 68 applications

Sixty-eight applicants will vie for 
the, post of Superintendent of 
Schools in Wilmington. A new 
superintendent. will be chosen 
November 18. 

Resumes for the position were 
submitted up to the September 15 
deadline. According to School 
Committee Chairman Bob Peter- 
son, the search sub-committce, 
made up of three school com- 
mitteemen, teachers, parents, town 
officials, and one administrator and 
student, will narrow the field to 15 
semi-finalists by September 30. 
The semi-finalists will be inter- 
viewed by the sub-committee on 
October 6-8, 13 and 15, Peterson 
said five or six finalists will be 
announced October 15, just prior 
to site visitations to the finalists’ 
places of business between October 
19-30. Under the search time- 
frame, the school board will 
conduct public interviews of the 
finalists on November 9,10,16, and 


17 and choose a superintendent 
November 18. 

The new superintendent will 
replace outgoing administrator 
William Fay, who is leaving the 
system at the end of the year, The 
posted salary is up to $75,000. 
Requirements for the job include a 
Master's Degree with a preference 
for a Doctorate, certification, and 
some prior experience. 

Peterson said he was surprised by 
the number of applications. 

"I think it was kind of low. I 
expected at Ieast 100," he said. He 
added, however, that he attributes 
the low amount of resumes to 
timing, with the new school year 
already underway. 

Last night (Wednesday) the 
school board reviewed the criteria 
residents would like to use in 
selecting a superintendent. They 
also received an update on the 
search process from represen- 
tatives from the Massachusetts 
Association of School Committees.

Pumping stems 
gas leak impact

An order of conditions will likely 
be forthcoming from the Wilmin- 
gton Conservation Commission to 
allow the Emergency Response 
Team of the DEP (Department of 
Environmental Protection) to 
pump and treat contaminated 
groundwater within the 100 foot 
buffer zone and nearby wetlands. 
The operation is taking place at the 
site of the former Sunoco Statioh 
on Main Street near the carwash 
According to Anthony Guarcia- 
riello, an environmental enginecr 
with DEP, the groundwater was 
contaminated by gasoline which 
had reportedly leaked from an old 
gas tank on the property. An eight 
inch diameter well-was installed 
and a compression pump put in the 
bottom to draw in groundwater 
and treat it. So far, said the 
engincer, 1,200 gallons of gasoline 
and one-half million gallons of 
groundwater has been pumped out. 
DEP has been pumping 24 hours a 
day under emergency certification. 
Guarciariello added there was the 
danger of explosion and a major 
deterioration of fibre optics, which 
is why DEP had initially been 
called in. 
Guarciariello told commissioners 
last week, because there has been

no adequate assessment of the 
vicinity so far, it was uncertain 
whether the gas was limited to the 
gas station or was coming from 
other areas as well, He said some 
off-site wells may have to be 
installed to monitor the problem 
and full remediation of the site 
may be required, depending on the 
amount of contamination, 

Chairman Gary Mercer explained 
that his board had two concerns: 
the quality of the water and the 
flow rates. Conservation Specialist 
Anne Gagnon noted that water was 
being discharged to a ditch adjacent 
to the railroad tracks. Commis- 
sioners suggested DEP make sure 
to control the rate of water flowing 
into the ditch to prevent erosion, 

Guarciaricllo said DEP is trying 
to assure that the New England 
Telephone Company can come in 
to make the neccessary repairs to 
their line. A telephone company 
manhole opposite the Sunoco 
station had major contamination 
problems, requiring extensive and 
expensive remedial work. 

Steve Fleming of Clean Harbors, 
which is the contractor for the 
work, agreed to submit a report to 
the commission at the end of the 
month. He added that drinking 
water standards had been achieved.

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Two arrested 
after police find 
marijuana crop

The Harvest Moon doesn't shine 
the same way for everyone. 

Two local men were arrested last 
Thursday on charges of cultivating 
marijuana, culminating three wecks 
of surveillance by the Wilmington 
detectives. 

Three fenced-in groups of plants 
were discovered in the woods off 
Wilton Drive some three weeks ago 
by a hiker, according to Inspector 
Mike Celata, and were reported to 
the police. The plants were located 
in the middle of a trail, which made 
discovery almost certain. 

For the past three weeks, Celata 
said, Wilmington's detectives took 
turns visiting the marijuana patch, 
as many as three times a day, in the 
hope of catching the gardeners, 
“Plants like this need a lot of tender 
loving care," Inspector Celata said, 
noting that sooner or later someone 
would appear. 

Last Thursday, someone did. 

Celata and Sgt. Bob Spencer, in a 
visit to the small garden plot, found 
two young men at the site. A foot 
chase ensued, with the two suspects 
fleeing toward Shawsheen Avenue. 

Officer John Bossi, following the 
chase in a Wilmington cruiser, said 
he spotted two men fitting the sus- 


pects’ descriptions along Hopkins 
Street, and chased the pair down to 
make the arrests. 

Bossi noted in passing that the two 
suspects were "furious, absolutely 
outraged" that they'd been caught. 

Charged with manufacturing a 
class "D" controlled substance were 
William Robinson, 27; of 9 Sept- 
ember Ln., Burlington, and George 
A. Crispo, 31 of 606 Farmers Dr., 
also of Burlington, 

Police returned to the garden plot 
later in the day took the two dozen 
or so plants into evidence. Some of 
the plants were over seven feet tall, 
and all were covered with fragrant 
green "buds." The roots of the pot 
plants were bedded in potting soil 
and Vermiculite, hinting that some 
serious effort went into growing 
the plants, Celata guessed the dried 
weight of the pot plants at up to 20 
ounces, 

Police were also interested in the 
green-painted chicken wire guards 
placed around the three stands of 
plants, apparently to ward against 
rabbits. Spencer said the spray- 
painted wire fences bore a strong 
resemblance to a similar marijuana 
plot found in some woods along the 
Wilmington-Burlington town line.

"They have been unchallenged," 
he said. He added it was the 
establishment's responsibility to 
enforce the law. 

Health Director Greg Erickson 
noted that cigarette smoking “has it 
100 times over drugs” when it 
comes to the cost to individuals and 
society. Ficociello added while 
there has been some decrease in 
“other drug use,” there has been no 
such decline in smoking cigarettes.

Rotary Park has new 
path around the pond

France Hiller died on May 18, 
1900. She was probably the most 
flamboyant show-off ever to live in 
Wilmington. Among the things she 
had made was a cranberry bog, 
which is now Rotary Park, oppo- 
site the Wilmington Police Station, 

When this writer was in the first 
grade in the Walker School, back 
in the days before World War I the 
Hiller cranberry bog was a 
constant source of mosquitoes. The 
Rotary Club of Wilmington 
purchased the land in the 1950s and 
spent thousands of dollars in filling 
and grading. Part of the property 
is now the baseball ficld of the 
Wilmington Little League. 

Last week the Rotary Club 
rededicated a part of the park. A 
new walk has been constructed 
around the pond and other work 
done, at a cost of some thousands 
of dollars plus a lot of Rotary 
elbow grease. Before the Rotarians 
started their project, it was 
impossible to walk around the 
pond. After considerable brush 
culling and digging, the club has 
provided Wilmington with a truly 
unique resource. 

Among those present to rededi- 
cate the park were Town Manager 
Mike Caira and Rotary District 
Gov. Joseph E. Scanlon of Lynn. 

France Hiller and her husband 
Henry moved into Wilmington in 
1876. She was born in Worces- 
tershire, England about 1845. She 
and her husband were, according 
to France, both physicians. They 
had met, she said, while attending 
patients in a London hospital. 

France claimed Demerara, South 
America, as the place of her birth, 
according to the records of the 
Wilmington town clerk, The name 
of her father, she reported, was 
Ano Pharao, born in Egypt. 

Henry Hiller had been born in 
Bavaria, and was a druggist. 
Where the two had met is not 
known, but he, as a druggist, had 
prepared a remedy for a rather 
commonplace sexual ailment, and 
his remedy sold well. 

"Send me $5 and I will send you 
three bottles” was the wording of 
an advertisement which appeared 
in almost every daily newspaper in 
the United States. 

Money poured into his office in 
Boston. Apparently Henry went in 
by train, daily. He and France were 
wealthy persons when they moved 
into Wilmington in 1876, But 
neither one of them was a 
physician.

They lived at first in an old 
Colonial home which stood where 
the Hayden Mica plant is today on 
Main Street. Across Main Street 
dwelt Capt. George and Mary Ann 


McIntosh, people of whom 
Wilmington still has fond 
memories. 


The Hillers built an ornate home 
on Main Street in Wilmington. 
Today the site is the parking lot 
next to Bay Bank, and that building 
is behind the bank. 

It was quite a building — sort of 
bizarre, There was a water tower 
in back and a fountain in front 
The mahogany handrail was an 
alligator. It ended in an alligator's 
tail, pointing toward the ceiling. 
Photos have been published in this 
paper. Outside was a "pool" for 
her “pet” alligator. 

After the Hiller home had been 
built, construction was started of 
another large building on 
Middlesex Avenue. Today it is an 
apartment house. 

There France Hiller had a work 
shop for a Scotch carpenter. If 
memory is correct his name was 
MacGregor. His job, which lasted 
for some years was to construct 
two caskets, one for Henry and one 
for France. They were valued at 
$10,000 each. 

All these things were reported in 
some of the newspapers, and 
France loved it. Nothing was ever 
said about the bottles she had 
hidden around her home. 


Henry Hiller started the 
construction of a Bavarian 
"schloss" (castle) on Church Street. 


He was going to move his business 
out from Boston. A fine path was 
constructed from the Hiller home 
to the new building. 

There were four turrets on the 
"schloss.". Two of them were 
removed after 1900 when the 
building was purchased by the 
Wilmington Masons. The other two 
remain. 

But Henry never moved his 
business into his new building. He 
fell out of his carriage one evening 
when-he came home and died of a 
broken neck, 

Henry had been a cemetery 
commissioner. When he died 
France took over that office. She 
was, possibly, the first town 
official of her sex in Wilmington, 
at least she was the first cemetery 
commissioner. 

She had been spending money on 
the construction of an ornate 
tomb. There was an artificial hill, 
in the cemetery near Wildwood

Street, with more than enough 
room for the two caskets. 

There was a steel door. Every 
night France would have herself 
driven to the tomb, and let herself 
in, to commune with her late 
husband, 

It was after her husband's death 
that she constructed the cranberry 
bog which is today Rotary Park. A 
brook flowed into the area, under 
Middlesex Avenue, and then across 
afd under Church Street. It 
supplied the necessary water for 
the cranberry bog. 

The brook is still in existence, but 
most of it is underground. It is the 
source of water for the pond, 
today, in Rotary Park. 

France would hire women, every 
fall, to pick cranberries, They 
were Italians from North Woburn, 
mostly, 

She would sit at a table, behind 
her Middlesex Avenue building and 
watch the women at work. Of 
course there was a bottle on the 
table. 

Her own funeral, in 1900, was 
almost ridiculous. Everyone it 
seemed, wanted to get into the act. 

She was buried beside her 
husband, in that tomb. 

In the 1930's, the tomb was cut 
down. The two caskets were buried 
on the site, each under an elaborate 
(more or less) urn. 

There is still much in Wilmington 
today to remind the world of 
France and Henry Hiller, their 
home, the Masonic Hall and what is 
now Rotary Park.

those apples?

Surely everyone has heard of the 
Macintosh, ‘especially with the 
advent of the personal computer; 
(Incidentally, the fruit has a 
different spelling.) But when you 
are talking the actual fruit, how 
many people can name more than a 
handful of varieties? (McIntosh 
doesn't count we used it first.) 

If you live in Wilmington, you 
have undoubtedly heard of the 
Baldwin. You may have heard of a 
Red Delicious, Golden Delicious, 
and, if you are buying a cooking 
apple at the local grocery store and 
have the money, you may even get 
a Macoun. But have you heard of a 
Summer Rambo? No, this isn't an 
actor with a rifle and a sunburn — 
it's an apple. 

This is just one of 18 different 
kinds of apples offered at the 
Green Hollow Orchard in North 
Tewksbury. The orchard is owned 
and run by George and Cathy 
Brooks who have lived on the 
property for 20 years. 

Home-grown fruit and vegetables 
have been the hobby of the Brooks 
for almost two decades. When Mr. 
Brooks comes home from his job 
with Sylvania Lighting, he spends 
time in the orchard, 

Mr. Brooks said that when he 
first arrived on the land the trees 
were already there, but needed 
work. "I restored seven fruit 

s," said Brooks. He says that 
he has added to the dozen or so 
trees that first greeted them, "We 
have about three dozen now," he 
said. In addition to apple trees, 
there are plum and pear trees, 

No matter what the fruit, the 
Brooks pride themselves on 
growing it the old fashioned way. 
"Everything is hand sorted, said 
Brooks. "I built an old fashioned 
sorting table out of canvas to keep 
the fruit from being bruised," he 
said. His outlet for the fruit has 
been the Westford Flea Market for 


almost 15 years, "We use the mo- 
ney to help offset the cost,” he said. 
The Green Hollow Orchard hay 
soon have a new outlet, however. 
"We made a deal with Mahoney's 
Two," said Brooks proudly. No 
matter how they have sold, Brooks 
is proud of the quality of his fruit. 
He explained that he has had 
increased requests for McIntosh 
apples, "The crop was large this 
year," he said, “If they (growers) 
didn't thin properly, they are 
selling ‘orchard run'," he said. 
"Orchard run" Brooks explained, 
means growers sell everything, 
including smaller apples caused by 
large crops. Packing also presents a 
problem, according to Brooks. 
Packing the apples in larger bushel 
baskets has led to bruising. Still, 
says Brooks, if consumers want his 
apples to be like those at a 
supermarket he will be happy to 


oblige. "I have a hammer, they can 
beat them up," he said. 

Along with quality Brooks sells 
variety. Including some antique 
varieties. The Wolf River, 
according to Brooks is a good 
cooking apple because it is dry. 
"You can make a pie that won't be 
runny," he said. 

Still another variety is the Pink 
Pearl, so named for the inside not 
the outside. "The flesh is pink," 
said Brooks. 

Still, one of the best compliments 
Brooks says he has received is 
from a colleague not a customer, "I 
took an apple to Dracut Orchard to 
identified...he told me what it was 
but told me I'd have to pay for info 
next time," he said. To have the 
orchard, half an acre, worry a 
larger orchard was just fine with 
Brooks. "I'll give you bigger 
apples with better quality than 
stores,” he said. Brooks also prices 
his fruit differently, "Just under 
store prices," he says with a smile.

Over 300 public officials, educa- 
tors, legislators, and parents from 
as far away as Beverly and 
Gloucester sat through a sweltering 
night at Tewksbury's Trahan 
School Thursday to express their 
views on educational reform. 

Guests were invited to the sixth 
of eight regional town meetings 
planned by State Senator Thomas 
Birmingham and State Rep, Mark 
Roosevelt. The two men have taken 
a leadership role in framing 
educational legislation and serve as 
co-chairs for the Legislature's Joint 
Education Committee. They have 
scheduled the meetings in hopes of 
learning what is and isn't working 
in Massachusetts’ schools, 

"We are here to listen / Roosevelt 
explained during his @pening re- 
marks. He added, "we\know the 
state has been an unreliable partner 
in funding education in Massa- 
chusetts, We want to do better." 

The legislators, along with the 
Massachusetts Business Alliance for 
Education, Governor William 
Weld, and state congressional 
leaders tried but failed to come up 
with a bipartisan reform plan last 
winter. Key to successful reform is 
funding by the state. At present, 
the state comes up with a yearly 
school budget and a town's aid is 
based on its property tax. 

During Thursday's discussion, 


funding was uppermost in most 
minds. While a few thanked the 
men as well as state Rep. James 
Miceli for helping override the 
governor's’ veto of ‘the $185- 
million education bill ‘and for 
turning over a state grant directly 
to the schools, many said they 
needed a firm, long-range commit- 
ment to provide equal aid to all 
communities in the Commonwealth 
in order for any kind of reform 
plan to succeed. 

Shawsheen Tech Supt/Director 
Charles Lyons urged the legislators 
to commit to a-five year funding 
plan and to notify towns as early as 
possible, 

"Waiting until July to see how 
much money you're going to get is 
really, really, ridiculous," he said. 

"Funding is neccessary early. 
You started funding programs then 
the funding has been cut off," 
admonished Peggy Kane of the 
Wilmington School Committee. 

Steve Jenkins, principal of Law- 
rence High, applauded teachers 
who work against “all odds" to 
"turn out a great product." He 
called the lack of funds a societal 
issue. 

"We know what works; we just 
don't fund it. Most kids don't think 
we care because we don't spend 
time or.moncy on them," he said.

dered aloud why the Common 
wealth was willing to "sacrifice" 
its' children for lack of funds. 


Though moncy dominated the 


evening, attendees also touched on 
other aspects of the reform 
package including site-based 
management, eliminating tenure 
and seniority, and extending the 
school day. 

With the exception of one parent, 
all who spoke on site-based ma- 
nagement felt it would be a "gross 
disservice" to allow the principal 
the sole right to hire and fire those 
under him. A Lowell teacher made 
an unusual plea against tenure and 
asked legislators to "please take 
tenure away from us" 
has given teachers a bad name. 

Some questioned the status of 
early retirement incentives for 
teachers, Birmingham replicd that 
this would be addressed by his 
committee, Some maintained the 
recent move toward school choice 
isn't working and, indeed, is only a 
way to weed out weaker schools 
and not better the majority. Jean 
Welsh of Tewksbury said the 
special needs law, Chapter 766, has 
taken a "beating" and is being used 
as a catch-all for disciplinary 
problems. Birmingham called 766 
one of the most "intractable" 
problems the state faces today. 
Wilmington High School.Librarian 
Beverly Shea put in a plea to save 
libraries when budget cuts are 
made. 

"I hope you are listening,” she 
told the Iegislators on stage. 

Overall, those gathered were both 
eloquent and passionate in speaking 
about the needs in the public 
schools. On occasion an educator, 
like the one from Georgetown, 
who has put in 28 years in the 
system, would praise fellow 
professionals. 

“We have been doing a great job 
in the classroom and we have been 
doing it for a long time," he 
concluded to a round of applause. 

For those not able to attend,the 
entire meeting will be broadcast on 
local cable TV in the near future.

Planner Bill Hooper noted there 
could be a problem under the 
zoning bylaws.

I know many of you are curious as 
to what Vision House is all about. 
Thanks to the work of Rep. Jim 
Miceli, Vision House is more than a 
support group. We now have an 
actual location where survivors can 
develop or improve independent 
living, vocational and social skills. 
The house is located on the grounds 
of Tewksbury State Hospital at the 
torner of East and Livingston 
Sucets. It's the house, Where many 
of the generous local construction 
companies, in particular, Bruce D. 
Sullivan, the project manager, 
donated many hours of labor to 
bring the facility up to par. To 
thank him for all his hard work and 
time, Bruce will be the guest of 
honor at the upcoming benefit dance 
being held on October 16, 1992. 

Vision House, secks to be a center 
for those who suffer a -traumatic 
brain injury. According to the 
National Head Injury Foundation, 
"Traumatic Head Injury is an insult 
to the brain, not of a degenerative 
nature, but caused by an external 
force, that may produce a 
diminished or altered state of 
consciousness, which results in 
impairment of cognitive ability or 
physical functioning. It can also 
result in impairment of behavioral 
or emotional functioning. These 
impairments may cither be 
temporary or permanen: 

My definition of a traumatic brain 
injury is seeing my older brother, 
Scotty be diminished from an 
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active, hard working construction 
worker, husband and father of four 
children to a man trapped inside a 
body that is physically challenged. It 
is witnessing a "big" brother 
dealing with his daily frustrations of 
knowing "how he used to be" yet 
being forced to find a new identity 
because his brain is limiting him, He 
is relearning and adapting to these 
restrictions in communication and 
walking. Scotty will forever endure 
the struggle of his injury. But, 
fortunately Vision House offers 
alternatives and ways of coping 
with this tragedy. 

After praying for Scotty to live 
and waiting over three months to 
come out of a coma, we thought that 
moment would be one we would 
savor forever, Little did we realize 
the battle had just begun, Next came 
the rehabilitation centers, working 
under restrictions, but they can only 
prepare survivors under ideal 
conditions. It has now been almost 
three years since the accident’and 
Scotty is still quite dependent. What 
Vision House is empowering Scotty 
to deal with are "real life" problems 
the rehab did not prepare him to 
confront. 

Scotty provided the main source 
of income for his family. Knowing 
he can no longer do this is a major 
dilemma for him and his family. 
However, Vision House has given 
him new hope and may open up 
opportunities. They will teach him 
skills as well as more basic things 
needed to function in society such as 
shopping and managing personal 
funds, etc, He is taking back his life. 
Vision House provides him the 
opportunity to regain his dignity. 

We, the families of survivors of 
head injuries can not begin to thank 
the people of Tewksbury, the 
volunteers and the contributors to 
Vision House for giving our loved 
ones a “home away from home" to 
restore their productivity and 
respect.

Concom wants smaller 
home on Concord Street site

The owner of a six acre parcel 
off Concord Street was told 
Wednesday to downsize his 
proposed home to lessen the impact 
on nearby wetlands. If that isn't 
done, members of the Wilmington 
Conservation Commission warned 
they could deny his project, The 
board had denied an earlier pro- 
posal for an office building on the 
same site. That denial was repor- 
tedly upheld by the Department of 
Environmental Protection. 

Erich Nitzsche, engineer for 
applicant Edward McLaughlin, 
appeared before the board to 
explain the project. He said there 
were plans to put in a detention 
pond and berm to direct runoff 
from the paved driveway and roof. 
In addition, Nitzsche said; there 
would be 1,830 cubic feet of 
compensation area to make up for 
380 cubic feet of disturbed area. 
The plans call for the house to be 
75 by 30 feet. 

Commissioners were unhappy 
with the size of the home and its 
proximity to a wet arca that 
supplies water to Reading. 

"I'm unutterably opposed to any 
construction on this property what- 
soever. You're close to if not on 
top of the wetlands," Commissio- 
ner Bill MacKinnon told Nitzsche.

Of all the regularly recurring 
problems which plague backyard 
gardeners year after year, 
woodchuck damage continues to be 
among the most troublesome, 

Although Wilmington and 
Tewksbury are pretty thoroughly 
urbanized compared to 50 years 
ago, there is still a thriving 
population of chucks.in our towns, 
_many of whom insist on bedeviling 
us gardeners. My mail and phone 
calls bring a dozen or more 
inquiries each summer from folks 
who have had it up to here with this 
voracious vegetarian rodent. 

At various times we have 
discussed several woodchuck 
control options, including wire 
fencing, gas bombs, firearms, dogs, 
commercial traps, (Have a Heart 
types) mothballs and radios. Some 
of these work a little, some do not 
work at all. None of them seem to 
be completely effective. Maybe we 
have overlooked an option which, 
aeeording to those who have tricd it, 
works 100 percent of the time. Let's 
discuss an electric fence, 

Now I realize that most readers 
will react negatively to this 
suggestion, Images of dead birds, 
cats, puppies and cute little bunnies 
come quickly to mind, Not so. Let 
me clear up some myths about 
electric fences. They are not 
designed to hurt anyone or 
anything. They are designed to 
surprise whatever touches it. Birds 
do not get shocked by sitting on an 
electric fence. You must be in 
contact with the ground when you 
touch an electric fence to receive the 
slight shock. The shock of such a 
fence is not really painful. It can 
best be described as a very strong 
buzzing feeling that definitely 
makes you want to let go. This is in 
no way comparable to the 
dangerous shock you can receive 
from your home's electrical system. 
The zap of an electric fence is 
therefore more of a psychological 
barrier to animals than a physical 
one, Few animals that touch an 
electric fence two or three times 
Will ever touch it, much less go near 
it again. Some gardeners will turn 
the power off in their fence after a 
few weeks because all of the 
woodchucks (or rabbits or 
raccoons) have discovered its 
unpleasant zap and wouldn't go near 
the fence even if you dangled the 
garden's most delectable produce in 
front of them. 

Your garden needs only two 
strands of wire, one set six inches 
above the ground, with the second 
12 inches higher. Raccoons can 


home "a fairly substantial struc- 

ture" and warned that the board, in 

the past, has denied other projects 
for not reducing the building size.

Conservation Specialist Anne 
Gagnon commended Nitzsche for 
the "relatively small" amount of 
filling in the floodplain and for 
plans for the detention pond and 
the .berm, She did suggest, 
however, that a gravel rather than 
paved driveway be installed and the 
home be reduced in size. When 
Nitzsche was asked if the applicant 
would go along with Gagnon's 
suggestions, he said no. 

Before ending the discussion, 
four of the five commissioners 
present said in a straw poll they 
were against the project as 
proposed. The remaining member, 
Bill Gately, said he was undecided.

climb wooden posts holding electric 
fencing, so PVC (plastic) poles are 
better to thwart high IQ raccoons. 
In most cases, animal pests are only 
a problem when your plants are 
young and at their tastiest. May and 
June is when such a fence is 


appropriate. If you run the current 
for four of five weeks starting about 
mid May and then turn off the 
power, the fence alone will continue 
to repel your furry nuisances and 
you won't have to be concerned 
about anything shorting out. 

The only real (very occasional) 
problem with an electric fence 
around a vegetable garden is that it 
can be shorted out if it comes in 
contact with a plant tall enough to 
reach the wire. Shorting out does 
not damage the fence, it just keeps it 
from operating, It is difficult to be 
aware if your fence has shorted out 
unless you touch it briefly. If it is 
not keeping the pests out of the 
garden, inspect it for any material 
that might be touching it, Then ally: 
“you have to do is remove the 
material and the fence will” 
immediately be functional, 

It is handy to have a source of 
electric power from your house 
available near your garden so you 
don't have to depend on a'battery.; 
You will need a device called a 
“controller,” which is a single: 
transformer that reduces the power »s 
of the electricity in your fence such % 
that will not harm anything. ¢ 
Electric fence kits are now available * 
from several home gardening mail 
order houses. Typically they will 
cost from $75.00 to $125.00, 
depending on the size of your 
garden. You can install these kits 
yourself, without need for special 
tools or a knowledge of electricity. 

If you already have a chicken wire 
fence around your garden but still 
have pest problems, consider adding 
a simple strand of electric fence, Set 
up the single strand of wire six 
inches outside the chicken wire, and 
four to six inches off the ground, 
using PVC posts as supports. This 
combination fence has proven to be 
nearly 100 percent effective in 
excluding woodchucks, Raccoons 
and rabbits from the garden. Some 
gardeners charge their fences only 
at night to avoid surprising children 
during the day, since animal pests 
generally do their damage at night 
or early in the morning, 

In any case, an electric fence could 
mean the difference between having 
a good crop or not having any 
harvest at all. This might be 
something to consider over the 
winter, to help make your 1993 
garden the success you want it to be,

Forrest to attempt 
second rezoning 


by Arlene Surprenant 

Local businessman John Forrest 
will try again to rezone his 
Property on Lowell Street. 

Forrest, the owner of a gas 
Station at the comer of West and 
Lowell streets, said he purchased 
nearby property because he was 
told he would have to relocate once 
a new road goes in, That project 
has yet to start. Meanwhile, Forrest 
is paying taxes on his as yet 
undeveloped property. The main 
part of the property has been 
rezoned to high density. Forrest 
later aquired a house on the east 
side of the main parcel, which he 
now seeks to rezone to high-density 
business, 

On Tuesday, Forrest appeared 
before the Wilmington Planning 
Board to seek input on a new 
proposal for the site. He already 
has approval for a subdivision 
which would allow for the 
construction of three buildings and 
a roadway. Under this second plan, 
only one entrance road and two 
businesses would be built on site — 
a gas station and a Dunkin’ Donuts 
shop. 

Forrest told planners the new 
plan would be more "feasible" 


because it lessens the impact on 
abuttors in the rear and moves the 
buildings closer to Lowell Street. 
Instead of being 50 feet away from 
the nearest home, buildings would 
be 80 feet away. In addition, 
Forrest offered a 100 foot strip in 
the rear of ‘the site to the town to 
ensure no industry would abut the 
residential area. 

In order to make the plan work, 
the residential parcel would have to 
be rezoned at the annual town 
meeting to HDB. 

Forrest attempted the rezoning at 
the last town meeting but did not 
have the support of the planning 
board. Planners reportedly, felt the 
piece was non-conforming and 
were never told by Forrest what he 
planned for the site. 

Forrest asked for the board's 
support Tuesday saying "things are 
getting tough" and it was time to 


develop the site. He said he had 


already talked to abuttors about the 
new proposal. 

"I think this plan 
feasible," Forrest said. 

The boaftd seemed to agree. 
Chairman Dick Longo said "What 
we sce is much more favorable" 
and more acceptable to the board.

Burlington buys 
Wilmington land

By a standing vote, and after an 
extensive debate, the Burlington 
town meeting has voted 54 to 19 to 
purchase a parcel of land in 
Wilmington for $168,000, a move 
which was called "an insurance 
policy" to Burlington's water 
supply. The story appeared in the 
Burlington edition of the Times 
Chronicle on September 10. 

The 11.63 acre site of land near 
Mill Pond, a reservoir at the 
Wilmington-Burlington line, is the 
property of a Boy Scout Camp, 
known as Camp Cummings. It is 
owned by the Minuteman Council of 
the Boy Scouts of America. A 
private developer had sought to buy 
the property and had offered the 
price of $168,000.

The purpose of the purchase is to 
protect Burlington's water supply. 
There are six homes on the 
property, all equipped with septic 
tanks. Town Administrator David 
Owen said that "we want to protect 
the purity of the water in the 
reservoir," 

The Burlington Budget 
Committee, speaking through 
member Kevin McKelvey did not 
consider the parcel a convincing 
danger to the town's water supply." 
Mr. McKelvey, a graduate of 
Wilmington High School may be 
remembered by some local 
residents, 

Burlington will pay Minuteman

The great Dracut moose hunt

Just before 8 on Saturday night, a 
police cruiser’s blue lights drove by 
my house..Looking out, I saw a set 
of long legs in the headlight beam, 
and heard the tapping of hooves on 
pavement. 

At first I thought the Dracut cops 
were chasing a horse. Then I saw 
Environmental Police Officer Joe 
Paolilli's green truck, and I knew it 
was much more interesting. It was. 

Joe informed me it was a moose, a 
young bull that probably tried to 
corner one of the cows in his herd, 
and the boss bull sent him packing. 
Paolilli said the chase began Satur- 
day afternoon in Billerica, and here 
it was in Dracut in early evening. 

In other words, over 800 pounds 
worth of trouble, with antlers, in a 
dense residential neighborhood. 

There are a few clumps of woods 
in the area, but more often there's 
just a strip of trees before the next 
yard, Much like South Tewksbury, 
with absolutely no room for a bull 
moose to set up housckecping. 

The moose, obviously frightened, 
was chased across a few backyards 
before it finally holed up behind the 
Coughlin Insurance building, just 
off Lakeview Avenue. The moose 
was hemmed into a strip of brush 
bordered by buildings, a chain-link 
fence, and people. Lots and lots of 
people. 

Both gaps between the buildings 
were packed with onlookers, many 
with children in tow to witness the 
spectacle. They saw a moose, but all 
I saw was a recipe for tragedy. 

And sure cnough, the bull bolted. 
One observer said some idiot in a 
pickup truck drove into the back lot 
of the building "for a better look" 
and honked his horn to get people 
to move. That did it for the moose.

charging into a crowd. People dove 
to both sides to get out of its way. 
Amazingly, there were no injuries. 

The moose raced onto Lakeview 
Avenue (luckily, no accidents) then 
through an ice cream stand parking 
lot (luckily, again), then up the hill 
and through local yards again. A 
squadron of nit-wits in cars chased 
police as they chased the moose. 

The moose was finally cornered 
in the foundation of a house under 
construction, not 100 feet from my 
yard.

A Dracut cop parked on the road 
nearby and kept the bull contained 
with his "alley light." Every time 
the moose tried to climb the 6-foot 
dirt walls around the cellar hole the 
cruiser shined the light on him and 
he backed down again. 

A perimeter was set up, the on- 
lookers were kept well back (except 
a few of my neighbors -- ahem!-- 
who crept behind a hedge to peck) 
and the moose’s was pinned, Great. 

For some three hours the stale- 
mate continued. The state called in 
biologists with a dart gun, but they 
took nearly two hours to show up. 
Strike one for the state specialists. 


And the dart gun crew -- brace 
yourself -- did nothing. They said 
they are not allowed to tranquilize 
an animal after dark. So they sat in 
their trucks and waited. Waited for 
what? Daylight? Surike two. 

So they couldn't kill the moose 
and they couldn't trank it until day- 
light. Any wonder the chief warden 
was furious? 

So there they stayed, until a bit 
after midnight. When the Dracut 
cop went off-shift there was no one 
to take his place.

JT. Berry Rehabilitation Center 


Very special people 


By JAMES B. GOLDSMITH 


Thousands of people drive by 
the J.T. Berry Rehabilitation 
Center on busy Route 62 in North 
Reading each day but most of 
them only see an old, vine-cov- 
ered chain link fence and tower- 
ing pine trees which mark the 
outer boundary of the facility. 

However, there is a lot happen- 
ing these days at the sprawling 
campus with its old red brick 
buildings and 95 people who are 
afflicted with- mental retardation 
Robert Richard, director of adult 
day services at the Berry, says 
plans are well underway to close 
the rehabilitation center and move 
most of the clients (people afflict- 
ed with mental retardation) into 
area cities and towns. The 42- 
year-old administrator says some 
of the clients will go to the C.V. 
Hogan Regional Center in 
Danvers. Meanwhile, Richard 
Bell, director of facilities services 
for the Department of Mental 
Retardation, says, "The depart- 
ment's target date to close the J.T 
Berry Rehabilitation Center is 
July 1993." 

Bob Richard, a soft spoken res- 
ident of Newburyport, says, 
"Many of our clients are working 
in programs like the Central 
Middlesex Association for 
Retarded Citizens, Heritage 
Industries and American Training 
Co., Inc. Our goal is to have peo- 
ple working or living in the com. 
munity al large." 


Hawthorne Enterprises is a 
very successful program which 
enables 60 mentally retarded 
clients (at J.T. Berry) to go into 25 
companies in Middlesex and 
Essex counties to work. These 
special needs folks provide will- 
ing hands and a cooperative atti- 
tude as they do light assembly 
work, collating, packaging, label- 
ing, stapling -- all chores that bore 
other employees. Manford G. 
Jones, business manager for the 
work program says, “It helps them 
achieve some normalization and 
get a paycheck in a normal work 
setting.” 

Lawrence H. Blanch, vice pres- 
ident of Frederick Shohet, Inc. in 
North Reading is very pleased 
with the work these special needs 
people are doing for his company. 
Blanch says, "They're super - they 
put catalogs together for me and 
(also) put color (paint) chips on 
boards which are displayed in 
hardware stores, cabinet shops 
and lumber yards. My salesmen 


love it because they don't have to 
do it and can be more productive 
on the road,” Two or three clicnts 
travel to Frederick Shohet, Inc 
three days a week. 

Meanwhile, Bob Richard says, 
“The (bottle and can) Redemption 
Center is the most recent work 
program which enables us to 
interface with the public. Clark 
Otis, manager of the Redemption 
Center, says, "When the redemp- 
tion center began January 1, 1989, 
10,000 to 12,000 units (bottles 
and cans) were redeemed month- 
ly. Now 45,000 are redeemed 
monthly." The bottle and can 
Redemption Center is located in 
Building 12 at the J.T. Berry 
Rehabilitation Center on Route 62 
in North Reading. The folks there 
will be very happy to pay you for 
your empty cans and bottles. 


The third self-supporting work 
program at Berry and Hogan are 
two greenhouses whigh/provide 
therapy and a paycheck for the 
clients who work there. You prob- 
ably are familiar with their spring 
annuals sold from J.T. Berry 
Greenhouse which keeps the 
clients busy and provides a splash 
of color for thousands of arca 
homeowners 

How has the treatment of the 
mentally retarded changed in the 
last 30 years? Bob Richard, who 
started working a the North 
Reading facility ten years ago, 
says, "Thirty years ago if a couple 
had a retarded child they most 
likely would have been advised to 
put the child away in an institu- 
tion. Now we have many more 
early intervention services and 
support systems, These services 
are provided to the family early 
on and every community has 
these services.” 

What is the single biggest mis- 
conception about people suffering 
from mental retardation? Richard 
says that because these people are 
noticeably different, they are 
labeled mentally ill. The truth is 
that while some of them have 
emotional problems, they are not 
all mentally ill, Rather, they are 
special people with special needs 
who deserve our love and support. 
Since the J.T. Berry Rehabilitation 
Center is closing in another year 
the best way you can support 
these people is to accept them into 
your community. Richard says 
"With proper support and care 
many of these people can live in 
the community and don't need to 
be institutionalized. We're differ- 
ent from other institutions (which 
treat the mentally retarded) in that

It's kind of a lofty goal 
Fifteen to 20 years ago the philos- 
ophy and practice was to isolate 
the mildly retarded individual 
They are more physically and 
psychologically involved today." 


What does moving to a new 
home mean to a mentally retarded 
person? Will they have the same 
feclings and sense of anticipation 
as you or I? These folks will have 
to learn to use public transporta- 
lion, gel to their new job, food 
shop.and use medical services

Anti-Diet program 
alternative to frustration 


The word is out! Dieting is 
dangerous; dieting is unfashion- 
able; dieting doesn't WORK! One 
after another, news magazines, 
health magazines, beauty maga- 
zines declare: The days of calorie 
counting are over. It's time for 
health, fitness and moderate eat- 
ing. But they never really say 
how, 

Dr. Judith Goldberg, a 
Winchester psychologist who 
offers classes called the Anti-Diet 
Weight Loss program, has guided 
hundreds of former yo-yo dieters 
through the transition from depri- 
vation and frustration to relaxed 
eating and graduai weight loss. 
This fall marks the sixth year that 
she and her colleague, Ms. Ronnie 
Gullette, LSW, have led weight 
loss groups in the Winchester 
area, 

Dr. Goldberg explains the 
problem. “Ninety percent of 
dieters who lose 25 pounds or 
more in a weight loss regimen 
regain all the weight within two 
years. What does that tell us? It 
seems to say that diet programs 
are not a permanent solution, just 
a temporary quick fix that will be 
reversed almost as quickly. In 
fact, people who lose weight 
rapidly, that is, dieters, are three 
times more likely to regain weight 
than people who take pounds off 
more slowly." 

If dieting isn't the answer, what 
is? She continues, "You need to 
change the way you think about 
food to give up dieting and still 
lose weight. Naturally thin people 
think of food as a way to satisfy 
their hunger so that they can go 
back to doing other activities. A 
iot of overeaters, on the other 
hand, use food as a reward, a 
break, a source of comfort or 
something to do when they're 
bored. 

People who overeat tend to be 
people who deprive themselves in 
many. areas of their lives. For pe 
ple like this, food easily becomes 
a kind of all-purpose tranquilizer, 
Going on a diet adds food depri- 
vation to all the other burdens. So 
it's only human nature to make up 
for the deprivation once the diet is 
over. And that's how you gain the 
weight back.” 

Dr. Goldberg points out that 
the Anti-Diet Weight Loss 
Program works on the opposite 
principle from diets. "We make 
sure there's no food sbivatioa 
first, and then we do a variety of 
activities through which students 
learn to recognize when they are 
genuinely hungry for food and 
when they are using eating for 
some other purpose.” 

"By the time they leave the 
program," Dr. Goldberg said, 
"they are in control of food, It has 
no more power over them.” 

The 10-week course begins 
during the first week of October.

Young and lonely people 
search for love in a movie full of 
quick cuts and sub-titles. Boy 
meets girl; girl smiles at boy; it 
clicks, or it doesn't; they move on; 
everyone gathers to talk about it. 
And so goes the modern dating 
ritual. 

In his Twentysomething paean 
to love in the 1990s and the 
Seattle music sound, writer/direc- 
tor Cameron Crowe dishes up 
witty dialogue and intriguing 
characters. Both points are strong 
enough to make this movie a suc- 
cess, but you can't help but feel 
some disappointment that the 
story is so predictable, 

Kyra Sedgwick and Campbell 
Scott are the two most centered, 
least eccentric singles in the film. 
Both have been open to relation- 
ships in the past, and both have 
been badly bumed. They're being 
more tareful this time, 


Bridget Fonda is a waitress 
smitten with a long-haired 
musician, played with vacant 
abandon by Matt Dillon. She 
thinks he's‘@ Renaissance man 
because of his band, Citizen Dick, 
which is apparently very hot in 
Belgium. He's not all that interest- 
ed in an exclusive relationship, 

The most manic and least 
fleshed out character is played by 
Sheila Kelley as a flashy, man- 

+ cating woman desperate for a hus- 
band. But Cameron saves her 
from being too typical when he 
sends her off to a dating agency 
and none other than Tim 
("Batman") Burton shows up in a 
cameo as a video director. The 
resulting video, offering a tip to 
"Debbie Country," is a silly, 
Strange delight. 


“Singles”, Short Takes 


But then, Crowe is at his best 
when filling in the characteriza- 
tion for his players. Better than 
Scott's pick-up lines in a bar are 
his flashbacks to childhood, when 
his single mom took him to the 
doctor to learn the facts of life. Or 
Sedgwick's flashback to the per- 
fect boyfriend whose break up 
with her was “like a professional 
hit." When veering away from the 
linear story, Crowe is his most 
inventive, 

As much of the movie is funny, 
clever and original, it becomes 
that much more annoying that the 
ending is exactly what we expect. 
A little less happiness and more 
of Crowe's humorous cynicism 
would have better served this 
enjoyable, off-beat flick.
